Tomato Centre of 
Controversy 


Probably no other fruit or vege- 
table has been embroiled in so much 
|controversy as the tomato, with the 
possible exception of t he apple, 
which had a head start because of 
its role in the Garden of Eden. 


Eyen now there is substantial dis- 


agreement on pronunciation — the” 


Oxtord English dictionary favors 
“tomahto”, but there seems to be 
as much popular support on this 
continent for “tomayto”. The name 
derives from the Mexican word — 
“tomatl”. 


People also. disagree on classifi- 
cation of the tomato — the latest 
Canada Year Book issued by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics calls 
it both a fruit and a vegetable. 


In the past it was referred to as 
the “love apple” — it was also view- 
ed with suspicion as a poisonous 
fruit. 


In terms of the number of pounds 
produced it is Canada’s most import- 
ant vegetable except for potatoes, 
which are classed as a field crop. 


‘Tomatoes also account for about 
40% of the total vegetable crop, 
outside of potatoes. They rank with 
corn and peas as the three major 
canning crops in Canada. 


Canadians eat on a per capita bas- 
is 66.03 grams of fresh tomatoes per 
day, and 24.1 kilograms per year. 
Almost 400,000 metric tons are pro- 
duced in Canada each year. and sey-

Tomatoes are native to South Am- 
erica, and are of the same family as 
potatoes and tobacco. First intro- 
duced to Europe about 1596, they. 
were prized for their decorative, ra- 
ther than their food value, and were 
grown as greenhouse climbers.

The world death toll from road ac- 
cidents exceeds 100,000 annually, a- 
ecording to the World Health Org- 
anization - 


This UN agency’s report states 
that married men have the lowest 
accident rate among males; that mo- 


tor cyclists are about 10 times more 
likely to be involved in accidents 
than occupants of any other kind of 
vehicles; that the lowest accident 
rates are among drivers in the 50 
to 60 age group; that young drivers 
in their twenties, have more than 
their share of fatal accidents.
